INDIAN TEA IN CHINA. 

A recent issue of a North China paper 
contains an advortiseniont sUiting that a 
Tientsui firm has just received a con- 
aifrnmont of Indian tea. It is remarkable 
enough that Indian merchants ahuukl 
seek a market for their goods in the very 
region where, one would faiiey. they were 
least likely to tiud il ; but ihe fact be- 
comes still iiioru reiuai-kalile wlieu we l oii- 
sidur tha'. lat'^e luarkels exist at lla'ir 
very iluor wliich lliey have as yet scarc ely 
t;ippe(i. Last year, for iustance, the me 
porta of tea intcj India amounted to nearly 
four-aiul-a-ciu arler uiilliou pounds, umcli 
the highest point yet attained. Of this 
the great bulk came from China, but there 
were considerable shipments also fruin 
Oeylon and Java, and for the first 
time on record there was a consignment 
of 6,800 pounds from nalnum <.l all 
places in the world. Nriiiy :dl 
those imports are re-eiported cillioi liy 
soa u]i the PelsiiMi iMdt, the I e,i liene.' 
distributed tlifiJUL,'li Persia ami (Viilial 
Asia, or by laud across tie.' ironliei to 
Kabul. VVbilo only 200,000 )i..un(ls of 
Indiim tea found their way to Persia last 
year, nearly IJ million pounds of foreign 
tea went to the same country by way of 
Bombay. A writer in the North VhliM 
Herald said the reason why Indian plan- 
ters left this large and increasiiig trade to 
foreigners, was that the imports from 
Ohina consisted for the most part of gna'ii 
tea of the hyson kind, which has hitliei'- 
to not been piiMluced at all in India: 
but tliis statemeiil re(|uiirs vi-rilicatioii, 
and does ni^l al any rati' appl_\' to the Ua^ 
of .Java and Ceylou. Ii(jw the Ijalouui 
consignmoiit waa ever directed to India 
is a still greater puzzle. 



THE NEW FRENCH CRUISER. 

The Jowrnal dt la Marine gives us somo 
information concerning the new Freiieli 
cruiaer Dupiiy-du-L ime, wliieli was to 
have been laid at CherbourL; after the 
plana of M. Thibeaudier, but which iioir 
is to be built at llri'sl (ju I be plans of 
lnsi)Bclor-(!eneral de I'oissy. 'I'he new 
cruiser is to be built entirely of steel, and 
to be protected from one end to the other 
BO as to be sheltered from the oirects uf 
projectiles charged with powerful explo- 
sives. The following are to be hor dimen- 
sious: Length, 114 metres; breadth, 
without cuirass, 15.70 mean draui,dil, 
7.07', displacement, (i,l.".t7 tmis. Tlu> reir- 
aSS is li> bo 10 eontimetres, Ihe deck 
completely plated, and beneath il is le bo 
another dock for iiroleeliiu,' the crew 
from the cflects of Hplinteis. There is to 
bu HhulLer |iiovide<l for the aiptain and 
the men engaged in working the big guns. 
There is also to ho a bolt formed of ob- 
turating matter rising to one metre above 
the floating line, and there are to bo 13 
watertight compartments. The Dupuy-dc- 



Lonie will be armed with two 10-centi- 
metrea jiliiciKl on each aide in donii-tur- 
rets; ai-\ gun:i of IG eentimetres, two 
quick-firing' guns, eight raaohine gnus, 
and four torpedo-tubes. She will .be 
worked by throe triple-expansion engines, 
and is to steam 20 knots.

TilK STAR IN THE EAST. 

For about three or four weeks past a 
very remarkable star has been seen. It 
appears as a ride between 2:30 and 3:30 
a. m. :\\\ astronomer writes: "I saw il 
the other UKjrning; at lirst 1 perceived a 
kind of veiled lii.rlil, ap|),arently .about 
nine inches in diameter, and jiresenlly 
the star itself ap])eared, and grail nally 
disengaging itself from the cloud it rose 
majestically upon the horizon, shining 
forth with a clear star brilliancy. In 
color it appears to be a pale yellow, and 
i.s a true star. It (as may be supjio.sed) 
form.s a conspicuous and beautiful object 
in the heavens, .surpassing in size ;uid 
m.a'^'iiiliceiu'e , all till! othiM' stars. If tliis 
is in reality the .star of I'et hlehein , aa 
stateil, it Would be .■n that accoimt alone 
a sight worth seeim;, and as it only a|)- 
poars, we are told, every 316 years, we 
are indeed i)rivileged by its visit. 



WHISKY STATISTICS. 

The following figures will supply some 
iutoiosting evidence of the developnien' 
of the British trade in spirits. In 1094, 
a.s regards England, tlio produce of all 
stills amounted to 1,885,752 gallons of 
low wines, or 754,300 gallons of spirits, 
and in 1743 it bad inerea.sed t.. 12,4O,H,800 
gallons of Inir u-in^s, ..r -1, !)!)!), fiL'O gallor.s 
of sjiirits. As reL!aiiIs Scoilaiul, the ear 
liest reculil oi the i|Uaiilily ot' .spirits 
iii.adc is in llu' year after the l iiioii, 170.S, 
i' heii tliiM|uantily made was ri(),Sl.l ^'al- 
lous. Ill the course of about half a cen- 
tury I. «., in l7o<), this quantity was in- 
ci-e.ised to .l,'!,'i,Ml I gallons. .■Vbout 177<i 
lilt! manufacture was further increuaed in 
consei|uenco of the oomnicnuouieut 
of the export to England. As re- 
gards Ireland, the number of Ral- 
lons diatilled in 1T20 was l;!t>,(i7r) : 
tifty years later, in 1770, it was S()l,17-t, 
:uid in I.Sl'O it w,-is I, !!)•_'. As eoin- 
pari'd with those lii,'iires, it iiiiy be .stated 
that the latest ascertained outinit, eoiii 
piled from reliable authority, of I lOn;^- 
lisli, L'S Irish, ami I'JO Scotch wlubkey 
distilleries now apjiroximat es a total 
annual capacity uf 50,000,000 gallons, 
and tho whisky trade is far from having 
reached its utmost point of development. 
It would be dangerous to nsk a forecast 
as to its future, but, all circumstances 
considered, whisky must undouhteilly be 
asbUinial to hold the key of ine situation 
aa the popular spirit in the i sinnatiuii of 
tho British races. 



I'ROK. IIUXLKV ON TECHNICAL EU- 
UCATIO.V. 

Professor llu.xley. addressing a meeting 
in .Manchester to consider the i|iiestion of 
teehnieal cdueati-in, said the subject was 
one of priin.iry iinpoitaiici' .•md vital sig- 
nilieance to the welf.are of the cmuitry. 
The object at which they alioukl aim was 
the development of the industrial produc- 
tivity of the country to its uttermost 
limits cimsistent with social welfare. He 
believed they should strive to improve 
the present system of primary education 
in such a manner as would make it a 
proper preparation for thtit particular 
business in life which might bo contuni- 
[ilated. The pri'seiit primary education 
was t.i., biinki.sli. too little pi-.-ict ical , and 
•_;ave no iraiime,' to liinsu jiarticular facul- 
lies of irbser\al ion, accuracy, and de.'ilim! 
with ibings rather ih.oi with words, which 
were of the utmost importance to indus- 
trial life. Tho teaching of drawing was 
of the first necessity, and in his mind the 
ehild who had been taught to maku an 
accurate elevation, plan, and section uf a 
pint |)ot had received a most valuable 
training of eye and InMid. Ho also ad- 
vised the developm .'lit of object-lesson 
teaebiuL;, \Oiicb was most iieci'ssary t ■ i the 
education of children. The man, bow- 
ever, did not live yet whii could draw up 
a liljal scheini- of le(-limcal education. .\ 
committee was appointed to ]ironiote' the 
formation uf technical schools in the iVIan- 
chester district.

The oiler ot a pri/.e .if j.-_'o,OOI) by the 
L'ovei nineiit of Now South Wales to the 
di.seoverer of a means uf killing the rab- 
bits which are devastating the colony has 
attracted the attention of M. PasLuur. 
Me sends a letter un the subject tu the 
Ti'mj>a, suggesting ideas which he thinks 
may be loiiiid of use. Hitherto mine-ial 
poi-ioii ha-, been employed to d>:stroy the 
animal.-i: liiil lliey incrense with such 
fri'.^dilfiil rapidily t li;il poisou has prov ed 
a very ln.■^lllliclellI lucaiis ol nieetin^- the 
ida'^ile. W IkU i.s \i .allied, .M. I'.isteiir 
suggests, is a |ioisoli endowed, like ,-iiii- 
inals themselves, w ith life, and niultijily- 
ing with similar rapidity. .Vn attempt 
should, he thinks, bo made to introduce 
a disease among the rabbits which would 
bocomo epidemic. There is such a malady, 
known aa hen cholera, which has buun 
carefull} studied in his laboratory. This 
dise.isi' is coiiiniiin to |ioiil(ry .-nid ralil.iis. 
.Vmoie^the e\pi'riiiieiit,-i which he ni.-ide 
w.-is t he iolkcMii- : lie shut up within a 
limitiid siiaue a number of limis. He gavt! 
them food t.ainted with the microbe 
which is the cause of the hen 
eholer.i, and in a short tiim! all df 
them perished. Sometimes poultry-yards 
are devastated by epidemics of this kind, 
which spread doubtless through the taint- 
ing of food by tho droppings of tho first 
siek fowls. The same thini^ he believes 
wouhl happen to rabbits which, returning 
to their burrows, would there spread the 
disease. Nothing would \n: more easy 
than to coiiimimie.-ite thedise.-ise to a fi!W 
(if the animals. Kniind a biirrou iM . 
I'astcnr would pl.aee ,-i movable fence, 
within which the. rabbits would eirciilato 
in search of food. ICxjioriinenta have 
proved that it Is easy to multiply to any ox- 
fcent tho miorobolj of hen cholera iu all 
kinds of flosli soups. If the food of t\{Q 

(■■■ 
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rabbits were watered with tliesc liipiids 
full of microbea, the animals would catch 
tho disease, and spread it everywhere. 
M. Pasteup adds that the'disease of which 
he ppeaks does not attack four-footed do- 
mestic a'uraala, and as fowls do uot live 
in th6 open country there would be no 
risk of destroying them. 

Ad.iotant-Gknbral Powell, who ac- 
companied Sir AdolpheOaron to Victoria, 
after a description ot his trip to the coast, 
thus sums up his impressions:— "After 
my long service in tho militia, my eyes 
naturally seek for evidences of strength 
or of prospective strength, both natjiiral 
and that which can bo acquired by the 
ordinary courses followed in other coun- 
tries.

As tho ova reipiire 
much care every day, it is probable a man 
will be sent .iIoul; to look after them so 
that llie success of the experiment will 
not be marred by want of proper atten- 
tion.

A (iraiiil ami Iiniiosiiii; Display uf Meat Tlis 
Sliop's .Munajjeiiient lixcols Itself. 

The tirm of (ioodacre & Dooley, in sea- 
sons ]>aat, always gave an excellent sliow- 

iuix of meat at Christmastide and every 

year addeil something of an artistic na- 
ture to t heir display. Last evening .Mr. 
Lawrence (oiinlacre, now the sole pro- 
prietor of what is known as the (,!ueeii's 
.Market, one uf the oldest established in i 
the city, excelled himself. From six 
o'clock, the time when all arrangements 
were coinjileted, a continual stream of 
people iioured in and out of the shop, 
wlindi being brilliantly lighted up, an ef- 
feil tending lo capture ihi; epicure 
was eaiiicd. I'lvery w here a certain uni- 
formity IS observed in the ai'ranging of 
the meats. Huge sides of beef are hung 
on either side and around the shop; y<uiiig 
lambs elaborately decorated hang from 
the hooks idiovc the beef and on the coun- 
ter are .suck i ng I'ig.s, sausages, turkeys, 
(oiii' weighing Uvciity-foiii pounds) sad 
dies of iiiulton, etc. Hanging on 

the I ks outside the sliup are two bear 

cubs and an old bear, beef and mutton. 
The bears are from Skeena River. The 
decoration of the meats has evidently 
been hmg studied, as nothing of the kind 
h.is ever been witnessed here. From the 
Verandah liaiii; turkeys of all si:'.es, and 
.Mr. ( looilaere assured a reporter tliat hi' 
lias over 1,000 on hand, the best llie 
iiiarkel alluids. The beef displayed is all 
Stall fi'cl and is fnmi llai'iier's ranch, and 
the lambs are from Musgrave's farm. Salt 
.Spring Island. A very handsome model 
of a cow's head, which was lately imported 
from London by Mr. Goodacre, is also 
exhibited, and it is so perfect in its ile- 
liiieatiou that It was freipielilly taken for 
a real head, decorated. Mr. Goodacre has 
reason to bo proud of his eHbrts, which 
are most praiseworthy.
